Son Comes Into Share at'Once by Su-
preme Court Decision

i"l'hr- Supreme Court in an  opinion by
Justice von Moschgisker reversed the rul-
ing of the Orphans’ Court In the wil-
liam Disston will case and decided that
the son should come Into his share at once.
The Orphans’ Court declded that the
son's share must remain in trust _as long
as the widow lived, but the Bupreme Court,
in upholding the son’s contention, sald:
“The trust created was not intended to
continut until the actual death of |his
widow, but only so long as she might have
an interest In the estate passing under his
will, When she elected to take against thut
instrument, the testator's full intent could
not be carried out, and the trust came to
an end In the same extent as though the
widow had physically died, hence the ap-
pellant’s interest was accelorated and the
learned Court below should have so lield.”
